It is to inform that Sri Y.Janakiram, ARPC-2870 of DAR, Kurnool was placed 
under suspension w.e.f. 04.08.2019 AN vide reference 1* cited and dealt with on 
Charge Memo PR.No.A6/PR-14/2019, Dtd: 11.11.2019 for the following delinquency. 


“Exhibited gross misconduct, sheer negligence and lack of integrity by involving 
in a criminal case in Cr.No.110/2019, u/s 420 IPC of Kurnool | Town PS on the pretext of 
providing a job in Police department to S. Nabi Rasool, S/o S. Khaleel, R/o Joharapuram 
village, Kurnool Mandal and thereby he contravened Rule 03 of APCS ( Conduct) 
Rules, 1964”.

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Further, the DSP, Kurnool Traffic PS has been appointed as Inquiry Officer to inquire 
into the charges framed against the above ARPC under Rule 20 of APCS (Conduct) 
Rules, 1991 vide this office progs C.No.A6/CEPR-14/2019, Dt: 04.12.2019. 


Further, first review on the suspension of above ARPC was conducted and extended 
his suspension for further period of six months w.e.f 04.02.2020 vide this Office Progs. 
Rce.No.A6/PR-14/2019, Dt: 03.03.2020 and second review on the suspension was also 
conducted and issued orders releasing him from suspension vide this Office Progs. 
Rc.No.A6/PR-14/2019(DO.No.1389/2020), Dt: 01.10 2020 and sent the revocation 
orders in respect of above ARPC-2870 to the Rl(Admn), DAR, Kurnool for causing 
service on the individual and to return the dated served copy to this Office. 


Further, the above ARPC-2870 was declared as deserter w.e.f 26.03.2019 FN 
vide this office DO No.503/2019 (Re.No.A4/19715/2019), Dt: 25.04.2019. 


Accordingly, he was dealt with charge memo vide C.No.A6/PR-05/2020, 
Dt: 01.09.2020 for the following delinquency. 


Exhibited gross misconduct, sheer negligence and lack of devotion to duty by 
absenting from duty continuously for more than 21 days from 25.03.2019 AN to 03.08.2019 
and committed the offence of desertion and thereby violated the Rule 03 of APCS 
(Conduct) Rules, 1964.” 


The above Charge memo was also sent to the DSP, DAR, Kurnool for causing 
service on the individual and to return the dated served copy to this Office. 


In reply, the Rl(Admn), DAR, Kurnool has submitted a report stating that on 
24.11.2020 and 30.11.2020, he deputed ARHC-98 for causing service of memorandum of 
charge and revocation orders in respect of above ARPC-2870, but the above ARPC 2870 
is not available in his residence. Again ARHC-98 went to the address of the ARPC-2870 
and enquired with neighbours of ARPC-2870 and came to know that, he is not coming 
to his residence for the past three months. After that ARHC-98 secured brother of 
ARPC-2870 and obtained the mobile number of ARPC-2870 and called him and he 
noticed that the said mobile is always switched off and his where abouts is not known 
and returned the Revocation order and Charge memo in respect of above ARPC-2870 
for taking further necessary action. 


Further, it is to inform that DSP, Traffic PS, Kurnool has submitted a report against 
the charged officer Sri Y.Janakiram, ARPC-2870 of DAR, Kurnool for not co-operating 
in conducting OE against him stating that during the oral enquiry on 20.12.2019 the IO 
has served notice to the charged Officer with instructions to attend OE on 24.12.2019. 
But C.O(ARPC-2870) failed to attend OE so far and not in contact to serve the notice 
on him, it seems that he is intentionally avoiding the OE. 
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The Enquiry officer has deputed his staff several times to serve the notice to charged 
officer, but he is still not available in his residential address and in mates of the house 
are informing that he is not in the house, but on enquiry, the surrounding people have 
informed that he is visiting the house occasionally. 


Herrce, it is requested to publish the following orders intended to Sri Y.Janakiram, 
ARPC-2870 of DAR, Kurnool in AP Gazette as per Rule 42 of APCS (CC&A) Rules, 1991 
for taking further necessary action.

MEMORANDUM OF CHARGE 


The undersigned proposes to hold an enquiry against Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, 
AR, Kurnool under rule 20 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Classification, Control and 
Appeal) Rules 1991. The substances of the imputation of misconduct of misbehaviour in 
respect of which the enquiry is proposed to be held is set-out in the enclosed statement 
of the articles of charge (Annexure-l). A list of witnesses by whom and a list of documents 
by which, the articles of charge are proposed to be substantiated are also enclosed in 
Annexure-ll and Ill. 


2) Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool is directed to submit a written 
statement of defence within 10 days of the receipt of this memorandum and also to state 
whether he desired to be heard in person. 


3) He is informed that an enquiry will be held only in respect of those articles of 
charge are not admitted. He should therefore, specifically admit or deny each articles 
of charge. 


4) Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool is further informed that if he does not 
submit his written statement of defense on or before the date specified in para-2 above, 
or does not appear in person before the inquiring authority or otherwise fails or refuses to 
comply with the provisions of rule 20 of the APCS (CC&A) Rules 1991 or other orders/ 
directions issued in pursuance of the said rule, the inquiring authority may hold the enquiry 
against him exparte. 
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5) Attention of Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool is invited to Rule 03 of the 
APCS (Conduct) Rules 1964 under which no Government Servant shall bring or attempt to bring 
any extraneous influence to hear upon any authority for the furtherance or his interests. If any 
representation is received on his behalf from another person in respect of any matter dealt 
within these proceedings, it will be presumed that Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool is 
aware of such a representation and that it has been made at his instance and action will be 
taken against him for violation of 03 of the APCS (Conduct) Rules 1964.

Article-L- 


“Exhibited gross misconduct, sheer negligence and lack of devotion to duty by 
absenting from duty continuously for more than 21 days from 23-03-2019 AN to 
03- 08-2019 and committed the offence of desertion and thereby violated the Rule 03 of 
APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964.” 


Basis of the charge: 


Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool absented from duty without leave or 
permission for more than 21 days with effect from 25-03-2019 AN and he committed the 
offence of desertion. He was declared as deserter vide this office D.O.No.503/2019, 
Did: 25-04-2019 as per order No.184 of APPM. He has reported for duty 03-08-2019 AN. 
Thus he has absented from duty unauthorizedly without leave or permission from 
25-03-2019 AN to 03-08-2019. 


Being a responsible Police constable working in a disciplined force like Police 
Department, he should not have absented from duty without leave or permission from the 
superior officers. 
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Rule 3. General : 


1) Every Government Employee shall be devoted to his duty and shall maintain 
absolute integrity, discipline, impartiality and a sense of propriety. 


2) No Government Employee shall behave in a manner which is unbecoming of 
such employee or derogatory to the prestige of Government. 


3) No Government Employee shall act in a manner which will place his official 
position under any kind of embarrassment. 


By the above mentioned acts, Sri Y. Janakiram, ARPC 2870, AR, Kurnool has 
exhibited gross misconduct, sheer negligence, dereliction and lack of devotion to duty by 
absenting from duty without leave or permission duly behaving in a manner quite 
unbecoming of a Govt. servant and thereby violated Rule 3 of APCS (Conduct) 
Rules, 1964.
